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esidents pay more despite tax rate dip

A decrease in the basic tax rate for 
Antioch Township residents will not 
mean a lower tax bill. On the contrary, 
more money will be coming from 
taxpayers pockets to contribute to higher 
demands from the taxing districts! 

In Antioch Township, the total equal- 
ized assessed value (EAV) of property 
climbed about 10 percent to 
$230,581,842 in 1990, according to 



Township Assessor Cliff Houghton. As a 
result, the basic township lax rate dropped 
from 1.414 in 1989 to 1.373 in 1990. 

However, the 1990 lax extension or 
"spending power" afforded the each taxing 
district is also up in many cases. 

For taxpayers, this means that their 
properties are valued at a higher rate and 
more money is being allocated to the dis- 
trict coffers. Consequently, the lower tax 
rate multiplied with the higher value of 
property still equals a larger tax payment

than the previous year. 

In 1989, the Village of Antioch's tax 
extension was $628,069.03, or a tax rate 
of .945 on an EAV of $66,462,328. The 
1990 EAV of $73,167,550 accounts for a 
tax extension of $778,502.77 on a rate of 
1.064. 

The Antioch Library District tax exten- 
sion figures were not available from the 
facility.

Within the boundaries of those con- 
stituencies the basic figure added to the 
serving districts is multiplied by the as- 
sessed valuation plus any multipliers 
levied by the slate and/or county to equal- 
ize the value.

Curbside pick-up 

plan to start June

Curbside collection of household refuse, 
recyclablcs, yard waste and leaves will 
begin Saturday, June 1, under Antioch's 
new waste disposal contract. The contract 
was awarded to Waste Management of 
Lake County, less than two weeks after an 
undisclosed settlement was reached in a 
lawsuit between the village and the 
corporation. 

Under terms of the contract, unani- 
mously approved April 29 by the Antioch 
Village Board of Trustees, residents will 
pay a monthly fee of $10.25 per residen- 
tial unit. The contractor will provide 100- 
gallon carts for refuse, recyclablcs and yard 
waste, to be placed along die curb on the 
designated pick-up day. 

Senior citizens (65 and older) can lake 
advantage of a discounted rate of $8.97 per 
month. For the reduced rale, the customers 
will receive a 64-gallon cart and the full- 
range of service. Waste Management re- 
quires proof of age to obtain the discount 



which is also available to physically 
challenged individuals. 

"Wc'llbe getting three services for what 
most residents arc now paying for one," 
said Trustee Marilyn Shincflug. 

The initial rate of the 3-year contract is 
guaranteed for at least the first year, ac- 
cording to Bob Van Tholcn, Waste Man- 
agement General Manager. 

Additionally, the cost of leaf removal, 
which will be available April 15 through 
December 1, is prorated over a 12-month 
period. 

Existing service will be terminated 
pending the implementation of the new 
contract. Competing haulers will be noti- 
fied of the contract via certified letters 
from the village and Waste Management. 

Presently, Van Tholcn estimates that 
75-80 percent of Antioch residents are 
Waste Management customers. He added 
that any overlap in billing will be credited 
to the customer's account.

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Alcohol, tobacco ads 
out at village events 



Advertising of alcohol and tobacco 
products is forbidden at events sponsored 
by the Village of Antioch according to an 
ordinance passed unanimously by the An- 
tioch Village Board of Trustees, April 29. 

Originated through the Antioch Drug 
and Alcohol Task Force, the ordinance 
applies only to village-sponsored events. 
However, club-sponsored and other such 



events held on village property are 
encouraged to operate under a similar pol- 
icy. 

The sale of alcoholic beverages is still 
permitted at village functions and the price 
of the beverages may be posted. 

Signs featuring alcohol or tobacco 
advertising will no longer be used to pro- 
mote the event.

Conditions described as "totally unsafe" 
prompted Antioch Public Safety Inspector 
Lee Shannon to red-tag a two-flat at 361

The property, owned by Larry Fales, 
was investigated after residents complained 
of an odor which was causing headaches.

The patriots were honored as Citizens of 
the Month by the Antioch Exchange Club 
and are among the scores of people being 
honored during National Older Americans 
Month, during the May.

Both natives of the area, Claire was 
born in Trevor and Floyd was bom "way 
down south somewhere", he believes 
around Inglcside.

The course of his life was changed when 
a bullet shot through his right arm. He 
was hit at about 8 a.m and was unable to 
be transported to the hospital until late in 
the afternoon. His injury was not tended 
to by medical professionals until after 
midnight. 

His bravery earned him the Purple Heart 
and the Freedom Medal, both of which he 
displays proudly. 

Back on the home front, Claire was 
working her family's 375-acre Wilmot 
farm, while her brothers were serving in 
the war. She was able to enlist under Boys 
Working Reserve, taking time away from 
Wilmot High School studies, because re- 
cruiters thought that "Claire" was a male 
moniker. 

"They didn't know she was a she," de- 
scribed Claire. 

For her effort, she received the Boys 
Working Reserve Medal. 

The compatriots finally crossed paths as 
Claire made one of her frequent walks 
down the railroad tracks from Trevor to 
visit her grandmother. Floyd lived across 
the street. 

The couple was married in 1923 and 
have lived in their present home for the 
past 40 years. As ncwlyweds, they lived 
without electricity. Now, fast food restau- 
rants and automatic teller machines arc 
within walking distance of their home. 

"It didn't make any difference to us," 
said Floyd. 

The Hortons have seen major changes 
sweep the village, but take them all in 
stride. They recall the early days, when the 
Antioch Depot was the hub of activity and i 
the ice industry was big business. 

They have seen the blacksmith shop and 
several hotels come and go. The Antioch 
Senior Center now occupies the site of a 
milk factory. Livestock and farmland have 
been swallowed up by development. 

Yet, in face of all the changes, the 
Hortons continue to flaunt their true 
colors and ensure lhat the red, white and 
blue tribute graces the graves of area 
veterans.

A worldly woman has ventured 
homeward, Miss Fitz is her name. With a 
knowledge of culture and a face lift to 
boot, she'll share her fortune and fame. 

Countryside School, Barrington, is 
packed to its basketball backboards once 
again for its 41st Miss Fitz sale attended 
by hundreds from miles around on May 
third and fourth. 

This year contributions to the sale 
feature items bought from around the 
world including Aztec Calendars, Haitian 
mahogany and Mexican quartz sculptures. 

"To the best of our knowledge, this is 
the oldest and largest sale of its kind in all 
Chicagoland," said Linda Tatum of 
Countryside's publicity chairperson for the 
event.

After 50 years, Illinois is about to scrap 
the public school regulatory process that 
focuses on compliance with statutes, 
rather than how well students arc 
learning. State Supt. of Education 
Robert Leiningcr says the system will be 
shifting from a quantitative to a 
qualitative evaluation. 

There should be little argument with the 
plan endorsed by the State Board of 
Education that will move student 
learning and school improvement to the 
head of the class. Major parts of the new 
process arc compliance, performance and 
improvement. Compliance will be the 
minimum rather than the maximum for 
stale recognition. 

The new process where student 
performance will be the primary indicator 

undoubtedly will have a profound affect 

on public education. A special , 



committee recommended such indicators 
as rates of attendance, retention, 
expulsion, graduation and post graduation 
placement. The stale will be looking for 
broad-based input on selling standards. 

An "Academic Watch List" will be 
established for schools which fail to meet 
standards. Recommendations provide for 
Ihe state to lake over schools that fail to 
meet standards for four years. 

The revised regulatory system will 
begin with the 1992-93 school year. Our 
local schools are used to implementing 
new regulations and mandates so the new 
system should be put in place with case. 
The big difference is that the new 
regulatory system will make a difference. 
After a half century, everyone ought to 
be ready and eager to lake a step that can 
contribute significantly lo improving ihe 
product of our public schools. 



Depke applauded 



With the power of his office and a 
window of opportunity at hand, County 
Chairman Robert Depke is in a position 
to make a land use decision of historic 
proportions. Depke has decided to take a 
second look at ihe findings of the Land 
Conservation Committee with the 
possibility of inslituting a farmland 
preservation program. 

Never mind the motivation behind 
Depke's apparent change of heart. He 
deactivated the committee last January. 
The important thing is that county 
government's leader is willing to consider 
doing something about saving what's left 
of a once significant industry and a feature 
that gives this locality its unique 
character, our openness and rural heritage. 

A key ingredient of the committee's 
report was the finding thai a substantial 
portion of Lake County residents arc 
willing to make an annual payment, 
probably as part of their real estate taxes, 
lo preserve farmland. Depke has expressed 



skepticism about this method of land 
acquisition. 

There is a biltcr-sweet aspect to the 
chairman's new found interest in open 
space. Four months ago it appeared as 
though the chairman was bent on total 
dismantlement of efforts of previous 
boards lo acquire open space. Now Depke 
is exhibiting a willingness lo talk about 
farmland preservation. The chairman has 
a deep seated antipathy toward 
condemnation as a means of public lands 
acquisition. Condemnation was the linch 
pin of past Forest Preserve Dist. 
leadership. Depke pointedly stated that 
"willing sellers" arc needed to make a 
preservation program successful. 

If that is the big difference between past 
and future efforts, so bcit. 
Direct public support of farmland 
acquisition is an interesting concept. We 
wish Chairman Depke well in his review. 
Lake Counly should keep a good bit of its 
farmland so we can maintain our identity 
as well as our special quality of life.

Zebra mussels 
may invade 
Chain waters

Alert biologists are watching the Chain 
O' Lakes and Fox River for an invasion 
of zebra mussels, the prolific and 
obnoxious mollusks that have been 
discovered in Lake Michigan. 

Too many boats, too many anglers, too 
many water skiers, too many carp. Now 
the zebra mussels. 

Shcdd Aquarium curators confirmed the 
presence of zebra mussels in the Lake 
Michigan bottom near the aquarium. 
Some of the specimens were capable of 
reproduction. One female can produce up 
to 40,000 eggs a year. 

One of the professionals keeping tabs 
on zebra mussels is Harry Bernhardt of 
Libertyville, a biologist for 
Commonwealth Edison. Utility officials 
arc afraid the mussels might clog water 
intakes at generating stations on Lake 
Michigan. Bernhardt has a tentative date 
lo address the Fox Lake Rotary Club on 
possible Chain infestation. 

Biologists reason that zebra mussels 
might be transported from Lake Michigan 
to the Chain in boat bilges, just like they 
were brought to this country from 
Europe. Zebra mussels arc said lo be 
causing havoc in Lake Eric.

The bugs then fall on a strip of paper 
where they are collected. The device was 
seven years in the making at Johnson 
Wax, which brought the concept to Cherry 
for design work. The first 50 units will be 
made at Cherry, located on the western 
edge of Waukegan, The Protector's cost is 
$119 and is being marketed in the spring 
issue of the Hammacher and Schlcmmcr 
catalog. 

The device is 41 inches high, three and 
three-quarter inches deep and 1 1 and three- 
quarters inches long. 

"We are pleased that SC Johnson Wax 
asked for our help. It was easy to sec their 
enthusiasm for this important project. We 
found it to be contagious, and it didn't take 
long to see the great potential for this 
partnering effort by our two companies," 
Peter B. Cherry, president and chief 
executive officer of The Cheery Corp., 
said. 

Dr. Jeffrey Brown, director of technical 
development for worldwide services 
division of Cherry, discussed The 
Protector's environmental benefits. 



"This is a re-usable product You don't 
throw it away," he said. Brown commented 
that it is dangerous allowing bugs to fly 
around. Even after they are, killed, bugs 
have harmful affects. "You are inhaling 
these particles," Brown said. 

The Protector can operate 24 hours a day 
with no chemicals, insecticides, poisons or 
fumes; it is specially designed for indoor 
use; it operates silently and does not startle 
pets like electronic fly "zappers"; runs on 
less electricity than a 30 wait light bulb. 

The Cherry Corp., founded in 1953 in 
Highland Park, employs some 1,000 
people in Waukegan and 3,100 people 
worldwide. It has produced and sold $208 
million worth of electronic and electrical 
products in facilities and equipment with 
an original cost of $15° million. 

Cherry participates in design for 
manufacturing and partnering arrangements 
with other major international customers.

Motors Corp., Pitney Bowes, Inc.;

All fruit trees have to 
reach a certain age before 
they are able to blossom 
and produce fruit, provided 
the other production factors 
mentioned above ar met. 
Nursery-produced fruit trees 
have grafted tops that are 
one to two years old by the 
time you buy them, 
comments Fizzcli. 
Depending on the type of 
fruit tree planted, it may 
lake one to 10 years at 
home for a tree to produce 
fruit in quantity. Standard 
size apple trees take four to 
10 years, apricots four to 
Five, cherries four to seven, 
peaches three to four, and 
pears and plums four to six. 

Dwarf apple and pear 
trees can be expected to bear 
two to five years earlier 
than the standard size trees. 
Good fruit production after 
the tree reaches the right age 
will depend on 



environmental conditions, 
the health and bearing habit 
of the tree, good 
pollination, and the cultural 
practices you follow. 

Keeping a tree in good 
health means following 
good cultural practices, says 
Fizzel. Follow the 
recommended spray schedule 
for diseases and insects. 
Fertilize properly, but not 
excessively. Too much 
fertilizer will keep the tree 
growing vigorously without 
producing fruit. Prune 
seasonally before bud-break 
in the spring. Follow the 
recommended pruning 
procedure for each type of 
fruit tree. Pruning is 
perhaps the most important 
cultural practice and can not 
be neglected. Protect the 
trunks of trees from mice 
and rabbit damage in the 
winter by putting a two to 
three foot high cylinder of 
1/4 inch hardware cloth 



around the trunks in the 
fall. 

Extreme cold winter 
weather may prevent fruit 
by killing flower buds 
produced in the fall. This 
particularly true of peaches, 
apricots, and sweet cherries. 
A spring freeze of 27 
degrees when blossoms are 
open or of 24 or 25 degrees 
when the flower buds are 
just breaking can also 
reduce fruit production of 
any fruit tree, warns Fizzcli. 

Pollination is necessary 
for fruit production. Some 
tree fruits are self-unfruitful. 
That is, they can not 
pollinate themselves but 
require pollination by 
another variety of the same 
type of fruit. Most apples, 
sweet chcrrie, pears, and 
Japanese and American type 
plums are in this group. 
When planting these fruits, 
plant tow or more varieties 
near each other. 



Tree fruits that are self- 
fruitful are sour cherries, 
peaches (except 7.H. Hale' 
and a few others), apricots, 
and European type plums. 
These do not require a 
separate pollination variety. 

Certain fruit frees, 
especially certain apples 
varieties, experience 
biennial bearing— bearing a 
heavy crop of fruit one 
season and little or no fruit 
the next year. Proper 
thinning of blossoms or 
fruit within 30 days of 
blooming during the season 
of potentially heavy yield 
will help decrease the 
tendency for biennial 
bearing. Thin so there is 
approximately one fruit per 
foot of branch.

Lawn care is a popular 
outdoor leisure time 
activity.

Most people wail until 
the grass is too high before 
mowing and then cut it too 
short Instead, mow 
frequently enough to 
observe the One-Third Rule, 
cut off just one-third of the 
grass blade at each mowing. 
This causes less shock to 
the plants and helps the root 
system stay healthy. 
Frequent mowing actually 



helps a lawn choke out 
weeds because the grass 
grows in thicker. 

Mower blades are often 
not sharp enough. A dull 
blade will shred grass lips 
which, in addition to 
turning brown and 
unsightly, create an 
entry way for disease 
organisms. 

Many people water too 
lightly, too often. A proper 
schedule consists of 
infrequent, but deep 
waterings. These long 
drinks encourage a deep, 



healthy root system. An 
inch of water should be 
applied to the surface of the 
lawn each week. If the water 
doesn't come in the form of 
rain, use a garden hose.

"So many people want to 
get rid of pets for the most 
frivolous reasons," said Lee 
Linklater, co-founder of 
Assisi. "People don't realize 
that talcing in animals in- 
volves responsibility." 

Linklater and her mother, 
Isabclle Yarosh started the 
animal welfare organization 
in December of 1988. "I 
always had a soft spot in 
my heart for animals. I was 
always picking up strays," 
explains Linklater, who 
works as a teacher in 
Chicago. When Linklater 
became widowed, her and 
her mother bought a house 
in rural Crystal lake and 
started the shelter. 



With about ISO animals 
in-house currently, mostly 
cats, the shelter is at capac- 
ity.

Johnson said the bill is a complex one, 
with several factors in addition to siting 

landfills. He said this was done purposely 
so those opposing the bill would find 
portions of. it they support. 
Johnson objects to such clauses as no 



source reduction provisions: "It maintains 
business as usual," he said. 

In a letter, Lake County Citizens for 
Environmental Reform (CLEAR), stated 
strict local standards now in place could be 
challenged by waste haulers if they 
believed the rules were "unnecessary or 
unreasonable". The letter said that Lake 

County citizens* are "ready to become 
more active in waste reduction especially 
when encouraged by good leaders."
